Section 1. The Town of Hadley hereinafter called the town, 
may lay out, construct, maintain and operate a system or systems 
of common sewers for a part or the whole of its territory, with 
such connections and other works as may be required for a 
system or systems of sewerage and sewage treatment and dis- 
posal, and may construct such sewers in said town as may be 
necessary. 


Section 2. The town may make and maintain, in any way 
therein where common sewers are constructed, such connecting 
sewers within the limits of such way as may be necessary to 
connect any estate which abuts upon the way. 


Section 3. The town may, at the meeting when this act is ac- 
cepted, vote that the selectmen shall act as a board of sewer 
commissioners. If the town does not so vote at said meeting, 
the town shall elect by ballot, at any town meeting not later 
than the second annual meeting after the commencement of con- 
struction hereunder of a system or systems of sewerage and sew- 
age disposal, a board of three sewer commissioners, who shall 
be citizens of the town, to hold office, if elected at an annual 
meeting, one until the expiration of one year, one until the ex- 
piration of two years, and one until the expiration of three 
years, from such annual town meeting, and until their successors 
are qualified, or, if elected at a special meeting, one until the 
expiration of one year, one until the expiration of two years, 
and one until the expiration of three years from the next suc- 
ceeding annual town meeting, and until their successors are 
qualified, and thereafter, at each annual town meeting when the 
term of a member expires, the town shall elect one member of 
the board to serve for three years and until his successor is qual- 
ified. Any Selectman shall be eligible to election to said board. 
In either case, whether the town votes that its selectmen shall 
act as a board of sewer commissioners, or elects a board of sewer 
commissioners, the town may at any time thereafter, by any or 
all the methods permitted by general law, provide for the elec- 
tion of a board of three sewer commissioners, or that the select- 
men may act as a board of sewer commissioners, as the case 
may be. 
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Section 4. Said board of sewer commissioners, acting for and 
on behalf of said town, may take by eminent domain under 
Chapter seventy-nine of the General Laws, or acquire by pur- 
chase or otherwise, any lands, water rights, rights of way or 
easements, public or private, in said town, necessary for accom- 
plishing any purpose mentioned in this act, and may construct 
such sewers under or over any bridge, railroad, railway, boule- 
vard or other public way, or within the location of any railroad, 
and may enter upon and dig un any private land. public way or 
railroad location, for the purpose of laying such sewers and of 
maintaining and repairing the same, and may do any other thing 
proper or necessary for the purose of this act; provided, that 
they shall not take in fee any land of a railroad corporation, and 
that they shall not enter upon or construct any sewer within the 
location of any railroad corporation except at such time and in 
such manner as they may agree upon with such corporation or, 
in case of failure to agree, as may be approved by the depart- 
ment of public utilities. 


Section 5. Until the board of sewer commissioners has first 
been elected as provided in this act or the selectmen have first 
been authorized by vote to act as such board, as the case may be, 
but not in any event later than the second annual meeting after 
the commencement of the work or construction authorized here- 
by, the town may carry on such work by a duly authorized 
committee of the town. The committee shall serve without pay 
and shall have all the powers and authority given to the board 
of sewer commissioners in this act or by general law. Whenever 
the phrase ‘“‘said board of sewer commissioners” or ‘‘said board’’ 
hereinafter occurs, it shall mean and include the board of sewer 
commissioners, the selectmen acting as such or the committee 
of the town provided for in this section, as the case may be. 


Section 6. Any person injured in his property by any action 
of said board of sewer commissioners under this Act may recover 
damages from said town under said chapter seventy-nine. 


Section 7. The town shall, by vote, determine whether it shall 
pay the whole or a portion of the cost of said system or systems 
of sewerage and sewage disposal and if a portion, what propor- 
tion. If the town votes to pay less than the whole cost in pro- 
viding for the payment of the remaining portion of the cost of 
said system or systems the town may avail itself of any or all 
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of the methods permitted by General Laws, and the provisions 
of said General Laws relative to the assessment, apportionment, 
division, reassessment, abatement and collection of sewer assess- 
ments, to liens therefor and to interest thereon, shall apply to 
assessments made under this act, except that interest shall be at 
the rate of four per cent per annum. At the same meeting at 
which it determines that any portion of the cost is to be borne 
by the town, it may by vote determine by which of such methods 
the remaining portion of said cost shall be provided for. The 
collector of taxes of said town shall certify the payment or pay- 
ments of such assessments or apportionments thereof to the sewer 
commissioners, or to the selectmen acting as such, who shall 
preserve a record thereof. 


Section 8. For the purpose of paying the necessary expenses 
and liabilities incurred under this act, the town may from time 
to time, within five years after the passage of this act, borrow 
such sums as may be necessary not exceeding, in the aggregate, 
$400,000.00, and may issue bonds or notes therefor, which shall 
bear on their face the words ... Hadley Sewerage Loan, Act 
of 1963. Each authorized issue shall constitute a separate loan 
and such issue shall be payable in not more than thirty years 
from their dates. Indebtedness incurred under this act shall be 
in excess of the statutory limit, but shall, except as provided 
herein, be subject to chapter forty-four of the General Laws. 


Section 9. The receipts from sewer assessments and from pay- 
ments made in lieu thereof shall be applied to the payment of 
charges and expenses incident to the maintenance and operation 
of said system or systems of sewerage and sewage disposal or 
the extension thereof, to the payment of interest upon bonds or 
notes issued for sewer purposes or to the payment or redemption 
of such bonds or notes. 


Section 10. Said board of sewer commissioners may annually 
appoint a clerk and may appoint a superintendent of sewers who 
shall not be a member of the board, and shall define their duties. 
It may remove the clerk or superintendent at its pleasure. Said 
board may, in its discretion prescribe for the users of said sewer 
system or systems such annual rentals or charges based on the 
benefits derived therefrom as it may deem proper, subject, how- 
ever, to such rules and regulations as may be fixed by vote ot 
the town. 
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Section 11. All contracts made by the board of sewer commis- 
sioners shall be made in the name of the town and shall be 
signed by the board, but no contract shall be made or obligations 
incurred by said board for any purpose in excess of the amount 
of money appropriated by the town therefor. 


Section 12. Said board, may from time to time, prescribe rules 
and regulations for the connection of estates and buildings with 
sewers, and for inspection of the materials, the construction, 
alteration and use of all connections entering into such sewers, 
and may prescribe penalties, not exceeding twenty dollars, for 
each violation of any such rule or regulation. Such rules and 
regulations shall be published at least once a week for three 
successive weeks in some newspaper published in the town of 
Hadley, if there be any, and if not, then in some newspaper pub- 
lished in the county of Hampshire and shall not take effect until 
such publications have been made.

To the Moderator and Citizens of Hadley: 


The Finance Committee wishes to submit its report and 
recommendations for the 1963 fiscal year on items 1 through 60 
in the regular budget and articles 1 through 28 in the town 
warrant. These figures and remarks are presented for your 
consideration ard approval. 


The extreme right column as shown in the regular item 
is self-explanatory. 
Articles 1 through 5, favorable action is recommended. 
Article 6, items 1 through 57, recommended as designated. 
Articles 7 through 9, recommended as requested. 
Article 10, we recommend favorable action. 
Article 11, we are highly in accord with this action. 


Articles 12 and 13, although we recommend favorable action, 
we do so with reservation. We recognize the need is extreme 
and temporary, renovations should be made immediately. We 
feel serious consideration should be given to replacing the old 
building. We do not feel that expending large sums of money 
at frequent intervals is economical, nor will it ever make the 
facilities adequate. é 


Articles 14 through 16, favorable action is recommended. 
Articles 17 and 18, not recommended. 
Articles 19 and 20, favorable action is recommended. 


Since articles 21 through 27 were not received in time by 
this committee, a complete study was impossible; therefore no 
action is taken at this time. 


Article 28, we are highly in accord with this action.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 
To the Citizens of Hadley: 


Significant changes are taking place. The foremost is the 
demand for land, especially unimproved land. In the past, land 
was sought for farming purposes. Now, the widespread interest 
in land is for development purposes. As more developers and 
promoters acquire land it becomes imperative that all necessary 
precautions be taken that their interests coincide with that of 
the town. Improvement of land takes many forms. Prudence 
dictates that the maximum direction and selection be exercised 
before improvements are made. Once they are placed, opportun- 
ity is lost. The ideal improvement to a parcel of land would be 
to place an attractive structure of substantial value on it, the 
operation of which will require the minimum in public service 
costs. Employment of local people in its operation would be an 
added bonus. 


Sewer System 


Aside from health values on which ground installation of a 
sewer system can always be justified, the currently proposed 
system can be justified on a basis of practical economics. This 
is possible, at this most favorable time, because two circumstan- 
ces exist, (1) developers assure us that a minimum 2% million 
dollar project can be completed within one year and (2) except- 
ing costs ot land and easements, federal funds to the extent of 
50% are available for the entire cost of the proposed system. 
The estimated cost is $380,000.00(taken to nearest 1,000). Cost 
to town, excepting cost of land, would be $190,000.00. At present 
rates tax revenue would be $41,250.00 per year. Assuming 
$180,000.00 is borrowed over a period of 20 years (can also be 
borrowed over a 30 year period) then the annual installment 
would be $9,000.00 plus interest at 314% of which would amount 
to $5,850.00, a total of $14,850.00 payable after one year. Subtract- 
ing $14,850.00 from $41,250.00 the result is $26,400.00, a sizable 
sum that maybe applied toward increased public service costs 
(about $3,000.00 to $4,000.00) toward expansion of the system or 
toward the reduction of taxes the following year. Notice that only 
one project was considered in these calculations. The golf pro- 
ject, industrial prospects and improvements, (adding value) to 
land along Russell Street would result in greater benefits, Also, 
sewerage service along the route will be available in the later 
months of 1963. 


The proposed plan provides a collecting sewer line from the 
junction of Russell and South Maple Streets to Middle Street 
then south to the treatment plant near the Connecticut River. 
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Two pumping stations and an cutflow line from the plant to the 
river comprise the essential elements of the plan. We believe 
that this is a sound plan, an excellent beginning from which ex- 
pansion can be readily effected. We recommend its acceptance 
and implementation. Entrance fees and sewer users tax would 
offset maintenance costs. The surplus income from this source 
would provide some funds for purposes of expansion or debt 
reduction. 


North Hadley Community Building 


Many arguments are forth coming that the town should con- 
vert the south wing to a fire department sub-station; that the 
town should sell it and be relieved of maintenance costs; that 
the building should be razed and that a fire station be construct- 
en on the lot. The Board is uncertain as to what the townspeople 
really want to do with or about this building. We are asking for 
your consideration and decision at the town meeting. There are 
two articles in the town warrant touching upon some aspects of 
this subject which will present an opportunity for thought, dis- 
cussion, and we hope, a solution. 


Middle Street Drainage 


All surface water from a section of Middle Street just north 
of the railroad track and from the Public Housing area is chan- 
neled to a point west along Railroad Street and discharged on 
private property then dispersed through out the low area from 
this point to Russell Street. Five displeased owners of property 
are involved. They are petitioning the town to correct this situa- 
tion. If easements can be obtained from all owners an 18 inch 
pipe line plus 5 basins can be put in place for about $3,400.00 
Soil Conservation Commission has supplied the necessary eng- 
ineering and drawings. 


State Highway Grant 


Under provisions of Chapter 782, Acts of 1962, the State De- 
partment of Public Works has allocated the sum of $9,461.16 to 
the town for additional highway reconstruction or construction. 
This unexpected good fortune is indeed welcome. We always 
have a list of improvements that must be attended to when ever 
funds are available. Our proposal is that these funds be expend- 
ed for reconstruction of East Street from Russell Street north. 
The serious drainage situation, in the vicinity of the junction of 
East Street and Newton Lane, would be eliminated. Widening, 
resurfacing and improving the grade approaches on both sides 
of the railroad track would result. 
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Resurfacing Rocky Hill Road 


Building Fund 


We feel the town meeting should study and consider es- 
tablishment of a Building Fund. Then either adopt or reject. 
After discussion the prevailing sentiment would indicate the 
course of action. In essence, a building fund is a means, an ar- 
rangement whereby the raising of funds for capital outlays are 
spread over a longer period. These funds are usually deposited 
in savings banks or invested in government bonds and so held 
for the day capital outlay expenditures are necessary. The num- 
ber of homes are increasing steadily. It is reasonably certain 
that in the not too distant future capital outlays will be required. 


Town Hall 


The Town Hall has been used more, recently, by square 
dance groups, P. T. A. and teen age dance classes. Rev. Eugene 
Oziomek had groups of small children for cultural classes in 
handicraft and music. An excellent piano was given for their use 
and may be used for any event in the hall, as long as it is there. 


Improvement to the hall is badly needed as the walls are 
shabby. Heavy coats of paint are chipping off. There was a 
period when the only event using the Hall was the annual Town 
meeting. The back porch floor needs replacing, with a cement 
slab. It needs an eaves trough on the north side of the building. 


We installed curbing around three sides of the building this 
year, and completed installing metal racks in the storage vault, 
in order to get the floor cleared of books and records. A des- 
perate need is to have all the records there placed on the shelves 
and systemactically stacked, so as to be readily available; 
presently the material has been placed without regard as to 
whether it has to be found again. 
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Parking at the Town Hall is at a premium. A possible solu- 
tion is to widen the paved area on each side of Middle Street. 
Increased attendance at both churches is responsible for conges- 
tion at times. Many feel it is a safe place to leave their cars while 
they are sharing rides with someone else for employment out 
of town. 


Hadley -- What’s Ahead 

In a study report by an engineering firm, dated July 19, 
1962, to the Board of Water Commissioners, are these portentous 
statements (pages 17-18): “It can be expected that with the 
present growth being experienced throughout the town and the 
growth that will be experienced as a result of expansion of 
the neighboring educational facilities, the demand for water will 
increase greatly with each passing year. 


-In the pumped system area about 2,400 acres of land could 
soon be in use for housing purposes, business establishments and 
commericial ventures. 


If the density of population per acre, for the 2,400 acres in- 
volved, equalled 8 persons, and if one-half of this area was com- 
pletely developed, the population load on the pumped water 
system soon would be in the neighborhood of 9,600 people.” 


Such factors as rapid extension of water mains, reduced re- 
turns from farming operations, the historical pressure of popula- 
tion (hence demand for land)from south to north in the Connec- 
ticut Valley, construction of Route 91, construction and relocation 
of Route 116, proximity of many institutions of learning, interest 
and allocation of large sums for research in these institutions, 
have unlocked powerful economic forces which in turn are in- 
fluencing the rate of growth. That the present population will 
triple within fifteen years is possible and probable. 


In the true, historical spirit that characterizes our nation 
let us not fear change. Let us accept the challange and make 
the best of it.

February 17, 1962 


The Moderator Edwin M. Podolak called the meeting to 
order at 1:00 P. M. 


The call for the annual town meeting and the constable’s 
return were read by Amelia Pekala, Town Clerk. 


Article 1. The polls were open for the election of officers 
on Monday, February 12, 1962 at ten-thirty A. M. 


Article 2. Voted to authorize the Selectmen to sell land 
owned by the Town. 


Article 3. Voted to authorize the Selectmen to defend suits 
brought against the Town. 


Article 4. Voted to authorize Town Treasurer, with the 
approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money from time to time. 


Article 5. Voted to authorize the Selectmen to sell land 
taken by Town under tax title procedure. 


Article 6. Voted to raise sums of money to defray current 
expenses and to fix salaries and compensation of all elected 
officials of the Town. 


Article 7. Voted to authorize the Selectmen to cooperate 
with the County of Hampshire and the Commonwealth of Mas- 
sachusetts under the provisions of Chapter 90 of the General 
Laws of Massachusetts and to raise and appropriate the sum of 
twenty-four thousand dollars ($24,000.00), twelve thousand dol- 
lars ($12,000.00) the State’s share, six thousand dollars($6,000.00) 
the County’s share, and six thousand dollars ($6,000.00) the 
Town’s share for the reconstruction of portions of East Street 
and Bay Road. 


Article 8. Voted to authorize the Selectmen to cooperate 
with the Commonwealth of Massachusetts and the County of 
Hampshire for the maintenance of Chapter 90 roads under the 
provisions of Chapter 90 of the General Laws of Massachusetts, 
and appropriate the sum of twenty-four hundred ($2,400.00) 
dollars the State’s share, twenty-four hundred dollars ($2,400.00) 
the County’s share, and twenty-four hundred dollars ($2,400.00) 
the Town’s share, totaling seventy-two hundred ($7,200.00) 
dollars. 


Article 9. Voted to authorize the Selectmen to cooperate 
with the State under the provisions of Chapter 81 of the General 
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Laws and appropriate the sum of twenty-four thousand, eight 
hundred dollars ($24,800.00) the State’s share seventeen thou- 
sand fifty dollars ($17,050.00), the Town’s share seven thousand 
seven hundred fifty dollars ($7,750.00).

Voted to transfer the amount of three hundred 
dollars ($300.00) from the Sale of Lots fund for use of the 
cemetery committee in repairing and painting fencing at the 
Plainville, North Hadley and Old Hadley Cemeteries. 


Article 12. Voted to assume liability in the manner pro- 
vided by Section 29 of Chapter 91 of the General Laws and 
Chapter 513 of the Acts of 1939 for all damages that may be 
incurred by work performed by the Department of Public Works 
of Massachusetts, in rivers and streams of the Town in accord- 
ance with the provisions of said Chapter 513 and authorize the 
Selectmen to execute and deliver a bond of indemnity therefor 
to the Commonwealth. 


Article 13. Voted to authorize the Selectmen to cooperate 
with the County of Hampshire and the Commonwealth of Mas- 
sachusetts under the provisions of Chapter 90 of the General 
Laws and raise and appropriate the sum of eight hundred dollars 
($800.00) the Town’s share of the expense and the sum of twenty- 
four hundred dollars ($2,400.00) as the Commonwealth’s and 
County’s share of the expenses for reconstruction of the Old 
Covered Bridge, in anticipation of reimbursement under this 
Chapter. The Town’s share to be raised by taxation and the 
Commonwealth’s and County’s shares to be taken from the Ex- 
cess and Deficiency Fund, the Commonwealth’s and County’s 
share to be returned to the Excess and Deficiency when received.

Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of 
twenty-three hundred dollars ($2,300.00) to be used with the 
amount of twenty-three hundred dollars ($2,300.00) now in the 
account to publish the 300th Anniversary booklet. 


Article 16. Voted to appropriate the amount of sixty 
thousand dollars ($60,000.00) from Available Funds and that this 
amount be used in computing the tax levy for 1962. 
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Article 17. Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of 
twelve thousand seven hundred fifty dollars ($12,750.00) for the 
purpose of purchasing two trucks for the Highway Department. 
One chassis for the sander body and one complete dump truck 
and body, and that the 1947 Mack truck chassis and the 1952 
F800 Ford dump truck be used as trade in the transaction. Four 
thousand dollars ($4,000.00) to be transferred from the Road 
Machinery Funds and eight thousand seven hundred fifty dollar 
($8,750.00) to be raised by taxation. 


Article 18. Voted to raise and appropriate the amount of 
fifteen hundred dollars ($1,500.00) for the purpose of painting 
the exterior and some of the interior rooms of the gymnasium. 


Article 19. Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of one 
thousand dollars ($1,000.00) for the purpose of purchasing a 
site for a sewage treatment plant of approximately six acres.

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REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMITTEE 


This is the first annual report of the Hadley Conservation 
Commission. 


Appointed by the Selectmen in the spring of 1962. Our first 
project was the re-stocking of the North Hadley pond. The Mass. 
Fish and Game Division, agreed to supervising the removal of 
the trash fish from the pond, and the restocking of the Pond 
with Bass and Trout, providing that the Town improved the 
access approach to the water. 


Mr. and Mrs. Robert Hahn, gave the town a right of way to 
the pond that met their approval, and the highway dept. graveled 
the road, which will be black-topped in 1963.. 


The Commission attended a hearing at the Student Union 
Building at the University of Mass., which was held concerning 
the public attitude in regard to the State acquiring the entire 
Mt. Holyoke Range for a Reservation. Some time after the Com- 
mission held a local hearing at the Hadley Town Hall, to deter- 
mine how Hadley property owners felt in regard to the propo- 
sition. 


This year the Commission would like to start a modest size 
shade tree farm, on land owned by the Town, west of West 
Street, where the Town bought five acres in connection with 
flood control works. 


The expected increase of new homes and streets in our town, 
together with the continuing loss of elms to the dutch elm 
disease, makes an ever present demand for suitable varieties of 
shade trees. We feel that this would be a wise investment for 
the Town. For this and several other small expenses we ask for 
an appropriation of $500.00.

The Public Health Nursing committee submits the following 
report of the activities of Mrs. Helen Vanasse, R.N., the Public 
Health Nurse for 1962: Advisory Educational 15, Appraisal 
Home Visits 7, Follow-up School and Clinic 11, Chicken Pox 6, 
Dressings 5, Enemas 10, First Aid 6, Hearing 1, Impetigo 3, I.M. 
Injections 165, S.C. Injections 10, Whooping Cough 4, Measles 16, 
Medical Acute Chronic 14, Acute Surgical 2, Post-operative 4, 
Rash 2, Bed Sores 2, Influenza 4, Cerebral Palsy 2, Telephone 
166. Mileage 1566 mi. 


The main function of the committee in this year has been 
to assist Mrs. Vanasse and Dr. Kennedy in the heavy schedule 
of immunization clinics which were held during the spring and 
early summer. 878 children were given Type I Sabin Oral vac- 
cine and 788 were given Type III, in an effort to protect as many 
children as possible from polio several clinics were held. In addi- 
tion to the Sabin program a triple-antigen clinic, was also held 
this year. 583 school age and pre-school children were innocu- 
lated. In all of the clinics the registered nurses who are mem- 
bers of the committee assisted in the administration of the ser- 
ums while other members were handling the clerical and ad- 
ministrative details. 


It should be noted with regard to the Sabin Oral vaccine 
that special thanks should be given the Board of Health for 
their far-sightedness in obtaining the vaccine this year thereby 
giving the Hadley children in the eight to nineteen year age 
group the additional protection through the polio ‘“danger” 
months of the summer without having to wait for the State to 
complete its program. 


The Well-Child clinic was held in May, at that time Dr. 
Frederica Smith, Northampton pediatrician examined 29 child- 
ren, she was assisted by Mrs. Fred Callahan, R.N. and volunteers. 
Many of the children in the group were regulars, having been 
to the clinic since infancy but noted were several newcomers 
whose families have only recently moved into Hadley. 


The Loan Closet has been inventoried, there are many new 
and refurbished items for use in the care of the sick, elderly 
and injured. We urge the townspeople to use these items and 
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Hadley Well Child Clinic 
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remind them that there is no charge, they may be obtained by 
contacting Mrs. Vanasse or Mrs. Sessions. Generous donations 
made possible additions to the Nurses bag and a new insignia 
for her car. 


A new schedule of meetings planned by the committee 
seemed to work well, by meeting four times a year we elimin- 
ated the extra correspondence and time used for routine monthly 
meetings. Planning for clinics and small details were handled by 
the executive committee with policy and financial matters han- 
dled by the entire group. 


A representative group of members had attended meetings 
of the Hampshire County Boards of Health meetings thereby 
keeping in touch with public health matters in the county and 
state. 


This will be the end of a two year term for the chairman 
and secretary and we want to take this opportunity to express 
our thanks to all those who have assisted us in so many ways 
and to express our good wishes to the incoming officers.

The Planning Board has concluded a busy year, due to the 
continued growth of our town. Regular monthly meetings were 
held. Two sub-divisions of land were approved after proper 
steps were adhered to. These sub-divisions are attracting clientele 
who want dwellings in the $20,000.00/$25,000.00 range. 


Permits to remove sub-soil and gravel were granted two 
individuals. The Board went on record opposing the taking of 
land along Mt. Holyoke Range for recreational purposes by the 
Department of Natural Resources. Meetings were held with the 
Development Commission regarding the construction of sewer- 
age facilities in town. The Board was unanimous in that facilities 
should be made available in the center of the town and that 
South Middle Street site is better for plant facilities.

In Checking the records of the number of calls answered 
by the Fire Department for the year 1962 I find that there were 
no alarms answered for a single dwelling fire. I heartily con- 
gratulate the citizens of the Town for such an outstanding record 
in their precautionary measures of fire prevention. 


Vandalism, however, can not be overlooked, when the mal- 
icious destruction of the Historical Barn Bridge was burned by 
“Unknowns”, or some one with the tendency of a “Pyromaniac”’. 


The Famed structure had with-stood floods, hurricanes, and 
souvenir hunters, who had started to strip it clean of it’s siding, 
only to die at the hand of pranksters. 


Fire Fighting School: In a never ending search of knowledge 
and for new “Techniques” in fire fighting a group of men vol- 
unteered to attend a fire fighting school conducted in the state 
of New Hampshire. 


I personnally had the privilege of attending a special course 
in Aircraft fire fighting held at Westover Field. 


Mutual Aid: All of our breathing apparatus was made 
available to the Amherst Fire Department when it was called for 
at the dormitory fire at the U. of M. Other calls for aid were 
to the Town of Sunderland and the City of Northampton. 
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Accident Scenes: On three occasions the Department was 
called by the State Police to assist them at the scene of an ac- 
cident when the possibility of fire arose with gasoline spilled 
over the highway. As a protective measure for the surrounding 
dwellings located in the area where an asphalt truck had over- 
turned and spilled its cargo the Department responded to a call 
and maintained a careful watch over the hazard until it was 
eliminated. 


New Equipment: Cooperation between this Department and 
the Civil Defense Director enabled us to acquire a pair of Port- 
able Oxygen units and are held in readiness for emergency use 
at all times by adding them to other equipment carried on the 
trucks. A 2500 Watt portable emergency generator was also 
placed in the fire house for use as a power supply should it 
ever fail due to storms or disaster. 


Inspection of Extinguishers: Fire extinguishers in the public 
schools were inspected and recharged to maintain their proper 
efficiency. 


Fire Drills: As has been the practice in recent years the 
annual fire drills were conducted in the schools. Results of the 
drills proved educational to both the Department and the 
students. 


Oil Burner Permits: Permits for use and storage of oil (fuel) 
were granted to (32) applicants. Oil burner installations that 
were inspected by the Fire Department numbered (32). 


Bottled Gas Permits: Permits for bottled gas issued were 
(20). I recommend that the Town install a sub-station at the 
North Hadley School. 


In closing my report I wish to take this opportunity to thank 
the Police Department for the cooperation in the control of 
traffic which is always present at a fire and to the men of the 
Volunteer Fire Department who have answered calls day or 
night when ever the alarm for a fire was sounded.

Under Chapter 81 


Surface Treatment and Penetration: Bay Road junction Rte. 
9 easterly for .80 mile. Also, from Amherst Town Line westerly 
for .60 mile. South Maple Street .50 mile from junction Mill 
Valley Road southerly for .20 mile. East Hadley Road junction 
Bay Road easterly for .55 mile. Comins Road junction River 
Drive easterly for 1.00 mile. West Street west junction Rte. 9 
southerly for .50 mile. West Street east junction Rte. 9 southerly 
for .50 mile. Chmura Road junction Rte. 47 easterly for .45 mile. 
Also, from junction Rte. 47 easterly for .45 mile penetration 
and seal for .50 mile. Spruce Hill Road junction Rte. 9 northerly 
for .50 mile. River Road junction Rte. 47 southerly for .50 mile. 


Maintenance of roads was carried out by applying gravel, 
scraping, patching, cutting brush, draining and replacing wood 


guard rails with concrete posts. 
Middle Street and Railroad Street junction was improved to 
remove a traffic hazard. 


Stockbridge Street drainage and throughout the town has been 
throughly looked after and many broken signs replaced. 


Under Chapter 90 Construction 


East Street junction of Bay Road northerly for 3,300 feet 
to Rte. 9 was reconstructed and widened to 30 feet using a 
gravel base 12 inches in depth, 1 inch crushed stone applied on 
top of gravel and penetrated with Asphalt Emulsion RS 2. Eight 
hundred seventy-nine feet of 18-inch culvert and 632 feet of 
10-inch culvert was laid. Seven catch basins were constructed. 
On Bay Road, 314 feet of 8-inch Helcor Pipe was laid and one 
catch basin was installed and ronnected to the existing basin on 
the easterly side of Mr. Handrich’s driveway. 


Under Chapter 90 Maintenance 


Surface Treatment. River Drive beginning at the Sunder- 
land Town Line southerly for .80 mile. Considerable work was 
done by patching roads, cutting brush, cleaning out ditches and 
catch basins and caring of guard rails. 


Sidewalks 


On Middle Street beginning at Mr. V. D. Stiles to Mr. P. 
Surgen’s property line, the sidewalk was hard surfaced with I-1 
Bituminous Asphalt. 
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On Russell Street beginning at Mrs. K. Gansis’ property to 
Mr. A. Gesiorek’s property, the sidewalk was surface treated 
with fine asphalt.

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HISTORICAL COMMITTEE REPORT 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Article 14 of the 1962 meeting authorized the Selectmen to 
appoint a Historical Committee, to co-ordinate and preserve 
records, pictures, and artifacts for future use of any one writing 
about the Town. 


A provisional committee was appointed, and they met oc- 
casionally, to plan ways and means of carrying out the general 
idea. 


First, a:complete file of Town Reports, from 1880 thru 1962, 
was collected and bound, in groups; these are now kept in the 
Town Clerk’s office and are available for information.

They might be 
brought to the Town Clerk’s office. 


The Historical Room in the Library, which was under the 
custody of the Old Hadley Chapter D. A. R., was returned to 
management of the Library-Trustees when the chapter dissolved. 


The Historical Committee had the Museum open one evening 
in November and in December, on Thursday afternoons under 
the supervision of Mr. Ashley Cook. 


A meeting will be held in the historical room on February 
22 at 7:30 P. M. with the hope that interested Towns people 
might meet together to discuss the organization of a Historical 
Society for Hadley. Any one interested is urged to come.

REPORT OF THE CIVIL DEFENSE DEPARTMENT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


I hereby submit my report for the Office of Civil Defense. 


The past year has brought many anxious moments to these 
United States as well as to the whole world. This high pitched 
tension which was created by the issue in Berlin and even 
more so by the incidents that led to the Cuban Affair was felt 
from the highest echelon in the nation to the lowest. Although 
the situation is somewhat relaxed, the danger of a world conflict 
by way of a nuclear war is still eminent. 


The lag in the preparation for new this type of warfare was 
evident when an executive order from the White House to speed 
up the shelter program was announced. Federal funds were 
allocated to make the supplies for fallout shelters available as 
well as the markings for such facilities deemed adeouate for 
public shelters. A survey was conducted by an engineering firm 
designated by the Federal Government to determine what was 
available to the public in the event of a nuclear attack. Although 
the buildings that were thought to be of an adequate nature 
for public use by the engineers who conducted the survey during 
Phase 1 of the program were later declared unfit for use as 
Public shelters in Phase II. The true hard facts are: Hadley 
has no public shelters that have been approved by the Federal 
Government and is therefore ineligible for Federal funds to 
equip them as such. I strongly urge and advise anyone who is 
thinking of survival in a nuclear attack to make preparations of 
their own in their homes by following the standards set up by 
the Federal Government on home preparednes. 


A conference with the superintendent of schools was held 
in the midst of the Cuban situation and it was determined that 
in the event of YELLOW ALERT (Enemy approaching) all 
school children would be evacuated and sent home by the way 
of school buses and all other means of transportation available. 
This was sanctioned by the School Board. 


Purchase: At the onset of 1962 the Regional Office Area #4 
of M. C. D. A. notified this office that material from Govern- 
ment surplus was available at Westover Field. A trip was made 
to the surplus depot and a 40,000 lb. four wheel trailer was ob- 
tained for the Town of Hadley. This trailer in turn was turned 
over to the Superintendent of Highways who very cleverly con- 
verted it into a usable piece of machinery for the Highway De- 
partment. A set of oxygen portable units were purchaced for 
emergency use and have been placed in the fire truck. Lack of 
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power during ice and wind storms as well as from war-time dis- 
aster prompted me to purchase an emergency generator. This 
unit is portable and can be moved to any choice location should 
the need for it ever arise. Presently it is housed at the Fire 
Station where it can be utilized as a source of power for the 
operation of the Radio Base Station should the failure of electric 
power hit us. 


In closing my report to the citizens of the Town of Hadley, 
I cannot stress enough the importance of mutual co-operation 
and participation in the program of Civil Defense. I pray that it 
will never be necessary to blow the alarm signal for any enemy 
attack.

The Board of Appeals recommends an appropriation of 
$300.00 for the ensuing year 1963 to defray cost of time, travel- 
ing to sand from meetings and general administrative expense.

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REPORT OF THE HOUSING AUTHORITY 


To the Board of Selectmen and Townspeople of Hadley: 


The Hadley Housing Authority takes pride in submitting 
its second annual report since its organization two years ago. 


As of this writing, our housing project is about 85 per cent 
completed with all buildings completely bricked in. The housing 
projects consists of 40 units. There are 8 seperate buildings and 
a fine country club-type community building. This community 
building will be used by the occupants for all social functions. 
It includes a well-planned kitchen. 


Our authority will hold its meetings in the community 
building where our office will be situated. The contractor is 
M. I. O’Connor Construction Company of Northampton, Massa- 
chusetts. The clerk of the works is Frank Zalot, Jr. of Hadley. 


When the project was started, our authority instructed the 
contractor to deal with local tradesmen and hire local labor as 
much as possible. This was done to the best of our knowledge. 


The construction work was started last July. The completion 
date for the project is set for April of this year. The landscaping 
cannot be done until that time. 


There were many problems pertaining to the project en- 
trance to make it blend in with the homes in the area. Many 
physical changes had to be made in order for the entrance to be 
safe and attractive. The Board feels that the people of Hadley 
will be satisfied and will approve the decisions made by our 
Board. 


The Housing Board wishes to thank the Selectmen, Super- 
intendent of Streets, and the Hadley Water Dept., for the co- 
operation extended to the Board. 


The senior citizens of Hadley have shown a very lively 
interest in the project, and a substantial number of applications 
have been received not only from Hadley residents but from 
residents from neighboring towns. These applications will be 
processed when the project is completed. Priority will be given 
by this Board to residents of the Town of Hadley. This Board 
urges all residents of Hadley interested in residing in the pro- 
ject to file applications with the Board as soon as possible. 
Forms may be obtained by interested people from any member 
of the Board. 
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The Housing Board wishes to extend an official welcome 
to all residents of Hadley to the official opening which will be 
ennounced in the future. 


The Housing Board has worked hard to provide comfortable 
and dignified quarters to our older residents at the lowest pos- 
sible costs where they may have the privacy which they have 
earned. The monthly rental is tentatively set at $55.00 per month. 
The kitchens of the individual apartments will be furnished with 
electrical ranges and refrigerators. The apartments will have 
individually controlled thermostats. Washers and dryers will be 
installed in the community building for the use of the occupants. 


We trust that the townspeople will be as proud of the pro- 
ject once it is completed as the Housing Board is. The Board 
trusts that the townspeople will cooperate to make this project 
a comfortable and economical setup for its older citizens. With 
the cooperation of all people, our senior citizens will only change 
their street address but not their normal way of life. 


There must be a name for this project, and the Board is 
open to suggestions as to a proper and fitting name. A gift of 
a piano, television set or any other item for the community 
building either from indivduals or organizations would be most 
graciously accepted.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


To the Citizens of Hadley: 


Goodwin Memorial Library and the North Hadley Library 
were used consistently during 1962. The children of all ages 
were the most frequent visitors. Some adult citizens have de- 
veloped what might be called “the library habit” and enjoy 
regular attendance. The variety of magazines and books avail- 
able provides many hours of pleasurable reading at no expense. 
These days when books cost so much it is a privilege to have 
access to the libraries. During the summer for nine weeks, Mrs. 
George Pratt conducted a story hour. She provided her own 
portable record player and used records. The children seemed 
to enjoy the stories as on an average eleven were present each 
afternoon. 
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There were three hundred fifty-nine (359) new books added. 
A selection was made from the fields of history, travel, bio- 
graphy, fiction and poetry. One hundred eight (108) were for 
adults as well as two hundred forty-five (245) books for children 
and a Young Peoples’ Science Encyclopedia. Six books were 
anonomously donated. The circulation figure for both libraries 
combined was eleven thousand four hundred five (11,405). An 
additional five hundred ninety-nine (599) were for loan at the 
schools. 


Miss Grace Crosier and Mrs. George Pratt, the librarians, 
were assisted by Miss Marie Lastowski and Miss Lois Stiles. 
After a great many years as janitor of the North Hadley School 
building, which houses the library, Mr. David Babb retired. Mr. 
John Banash is now the janitor. Mr. Charles Murphy cares for 
the Goodwin Library. 


The trustees held an open house of the library and Historical 
room one evening in November. During December Mr. Ashley 
Cook has supervised the Historical room for the benefit of those 
who wish to visit the collection of treasures which have been 
donated to the Library. 


The Trustees are most grateful to the Librarians and cus- 
todians for their usual excellent service during the past year. 


In order to carry on the work of both libraries, we are 
requesting the sum of three thousand dollars ($3,000.00) plus 
interest from invested funds and the dog tax refund for 1962.

I submit, herewith, my Second Annual Report as Chief of 
Police of the Town of Hadley, for the year 1962. 


The Department has a force of eight men, the two serving 
under Civil Service Tenure, being: John H. Kowal, and Joseph S. 
Wanczyk. The six Constables elected at the last annual Town 
Meeting, being: Tony Gesiorek, Frank E. Koloski, Michael Mar- 
tula, John Pliska, Charles Wanat, and Edward S. Waskiewicz. 


Because of a limited budget, the police officers and con- 
stables serve on a part time basis. The Massachusetts State Police 
assist our town in bringing in traffic violators, and other offend- 
ers of the law.

The Department has spent the following hours carrying out 
various duties:

From information received from Troop ‘B” Headquarters 
and information on file in our own Department, fifty-three 
motor vehicle accidents were investigated in Hadley. A total 
of fifty-six persons were injured in these accidents and two 
persons were killed. These figures give evidence of the volume 
of traffic on Route 9 and other roads in Hadley. The personal 
injuries and deaths cannot be measured in terms of dollars and 
cents. 


The various public activities for which our officers are re- 
quested are numerous; such as funerals, church services, Memor- 
ial Day exercises, Firemen’s musters, school traffic and all the 
many school activities that take place in the evening. 


Traffic conditions in Hadley become more acute each year- 
with population growth at home, and growth at the University- 
not only because of the increase in student population but the 
increasing number of employees that travel to and from work 
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each morning and evening. Under these conditions it would seem 
that the Town consider, seriously the possibility of having a 
permanent police force. 


This year, I am recommending to the Honorable Board of 
Selectmen that an appropriation of $3,500.00 be made for a 
ranch wagon cruiser with a two-way radio. Such facilities would 
keep the police in constant contact with police departments in 
neighboring communities. This emergency vehicle should be 
equipped with first aid facilities and a portable stretcher. When 
not used for patrolling, this vehicle would be on a manned, 
stand-by basis, twenty-four hours each day, and would greatly 
improve the efficiency of the Department. All but two officers 
in our Department have taken the Red Cross First Aid Course 
which prepares them to administer first-aid in cases of emer- 
gency. 

A request is also being made to the Honorable Board of 
Selectmen that $6,000.00 be appropriated for the Department 
for the current year. 


Recommendations have been made that stop signs be erected 
at the junctions of Rte. 47 and Rocky Hill Road, the scene of 
many accidents and at another dangerous point, the intersection 
of Railroad and Middle Streets, the scene of one accident that 
could have been serious. Your Chief concurred with Mr. Joseph 
Zatyrka, Superintendent of Highways, in making recommenda- 
tions for changing the intersection at Railroad and Middle Streets. 
This has been done, but the stop sign has not been installed at 
the time of this writing. 

Though no definite action has been taken in regard to the 
patrolling of the boats on the Connecticut River, I am sure that 
the time is approaching when some type of police duty will be 
necessary. 


During the past year your Department has been very busy in 
providing the best service possible within the limited budget. 
We have been kept very busy and expect that the coming year 
will present a busy, if not busier, schedule for your Department. 

At this time, I should again like to express my appreciation 
and the appreciation of all of the members of our Department, 
to the Town Officials, elective and appointive, and to all of the 
citizens of Hadley for their cooperative services and understand- 
ing throughout this past year. 


It is our continuing desire to give the best service possible 
to the greatest number of people within our community.

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REPORT OF CEMETERY COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Complying with Law and Custom, the Cemetery Committee 
submit their annual report. 


The Cemeteries have been maintained in the usual good 
condition. Vandalism was present as usual, when occupants of a 
car parked by the Plainville Cemetery, pulled down and des- 
troyed several sections of the wooden picket fence. Mr. Bristol 
repaired and painted the fence; with funds originally intended 
only for painting. 


The long midsummer drought restricted the amount of mow- 
ing necessary and appears to have killed out some lawn grass, 
which may have to be re-seeded. 


There were many visitors to the older sections of our cem- 
eteries; one couple from a University in California, working 
under a grant from one of the large National Foundations were 
interested in taking rubbings of the patterns of grave stones 
erected in the period between 1660 and 1817. The designs then 
used appear to have been abandoned after that era. A special 
paper made only in Formosa was uesd; later these tracings were 
to be bound and placed in a museum in California. This was 
a two year project for them and they were covering most of the 
old cemeteries in New England. Many persons here have never 
realized that these early forms of Puritan craft are unique and 
exist rarely elsewhere. 


Mr. Ralph Hibbard for many years sexton at the North 
Hadley Cemetery sold his home in Hadley and retired to Cres- 
cent City, Florida. After June, Mr. George Pratt and son took 
over the maintenance and together, with help at times from the 
Old Hadley Cemetery staff, carried on the work. Funeral ar- 
rangements are handled by the Old Hadley Cemetery staff. 


The Committee feel that they can maintain the cemeteries 
with the same appropriation as last year, barring any unusual 
circumstances.

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REPORT OF THE HADLEY 
DEVELOPMENT AND INDUSTRIAL COMMISSION 


To the Citizens of Hadley: 


The Hadley Development and Industrial Commission has 
held twelve meetings in 1962 with the majority of the members 
present. Mr. Hardigg, who has moved to Conway, Mass., tendered 
his resignation at the September meeting which was regretfully 
accepted. 


While 1962 has been a year of some frustration because of 
problems connected with the proposed sewerage system, there 
have been satisfactions and accomplishments which should be 
realized fully in 1963. Business firms and industries have con- 
tinued to request information on the available acreage in the 
Industrial Park and all have expressed concern in the outcome 
of the sewerage proposition. They will not come into Hadley 
without sewerage facilities. 


After the engineer’s study of the Hadley area, the recom- 
mendations for the site for a treatment plant in the sewerage 
system were studied. The most economical site was first con- 
sidered but was changed to a different location when it became 
apparent that this would interfere with plans for a $250,000.00 
golf course and club house whose sponsors were considering a 
Hadley site. A public hearing in Boston, requested by the Sel- 
ectmen, was attended by Commission members. This was held 
in the State House in the offices of the Department of Sanitary 
Engineering. The location under consideration would have taken 
care of the Industrial area and could have been used by others in 
town as well. There were some objections to this site because 
it was felt more of the town should be taken care of at first even 
though industry, through taxes, would help finance further ex- 
pansion. 


While decision on this site was held in abeyance, word that 
Hadley would be eligible for Federal aid on a 50% basis for this 
project came to the attention of the Commission. The Selectmen 
raised their sights and ordered further study on a plan which 
would include more of the town. A new location on South Middle 
Street was recommended for a treatment plant. A hearing is now 
scheduled in Boston for January 25. If the site is approved, the 
voters in Hadley will have an opportunity to express their senti- 
ments on the proposal to acquire this property of about 4 acres 
which is presently available. 


Although the Commission members are charged primarily 
with bringing desirable business and industry to the town, they 
will be glad if a sewage disposal program can be planned to 
include use by more citizens. They are aware that 14 firms who 
plan a shopping area in Hadley represent an investment of at 
least two and a half million dollars which would greatly ease 
the tax burden in Hadley The proposed golf course and club 
house would substantially increase this figure. All stand ready 
to break ground this year if the sewerage system is begun. 


The attitude and action of the voters in the February town 
meeting regarding this proposal will determine whether the plan- 
ning and work of the Industrial Commission will see fruition 
in 1963. The opportunity which is within our grasp may not 
soon again be given. 


For more information on the sewerage plant see the Select- 
men’s report.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH 


To the Citizens of Hadley: 


The Board of Health has had a busy and active year; mem- 
bers of the Board of Health have attended all the meetings of 
the County Associated Boards of Health and what ever meetings 
were called for at the District Health Office Building at the 
University of Massachusetts. 


Some special meetings of agents from the three western 
counties concerning the application of the Sanitary Code (Now 
Massachusetts Law) to the operations of local Health Boards. 


Members of the Local Public Health Nursing Committee 
attended many meetings of the Hampshire County Associated 
Boards of Health, when the programs appeared to be inform- 
ative and helpful. 


There were fewer complaints as to noxious odors this year 
partially due to the prolonged drought. Some of the silos holding 
grass silage are particularily offensive when they are too near 
homes. 


We want to particularily commend the Griedkiewicz’s for 
their complete co-operation in the operation of their mink farm 
this year; odors were kept to a minimum, by constant use of 
sand under the pens and use of a new type of spray deodorant. 


The inspection of the installation of sewage disposal systems 
at new homes constructed was a major chore this year. In case 
of new homes, a form is given out at the same time as the build- 
ing permit is taken out. This questionaire is supposed to be sub- 
mitted for approval before construction is started; this was not 
complied with. The most widely used system is the septic tank 
and dry well, 750 to 1000 gallon tank, which was employed due 
to soil conditions. It was advisable to use at least 100 feet of 
leach field instead. In most areas, not in the coarse sand and 
gravel area, the soil should not be put back against the cement 
block without an outer ring of screened gravel between it and 
the soil, preferably 12 to 18 inches in width. In several instances 
this year property owners had to install leache trenches to their 
dry well, because modern detergents had sealed up the soil in 
less than six years. 


The Mass. District Health Office recommends the cleaning 
out of a septic tank every three years and not let it go until it 
is entirely clogged. There were a half-dozen outfits installing 
sewage disposal systems in town this year, or rebuilding old 
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clogged systems. Only one concern operated without contacting 
the local Board of Health as to when they were putting in a 
system. 


It is especially important not to bury the septic tank too 
deep; 18” is about right. Some are 5 to 6 ft. deep and hard to get 
at. It lowers the capacity of the dry well, if the entering pipe is 
so far below the surface. We suggest that the pipe be at least 
8 ft. below the entering point of the well. In most cases a well 
having less than 150 blocks will not give useful length of service. 
Forty-two inspections were made. 


Hadley has relatively a small number of places serving food. 
Conditions found in them were good in regard to cleanliness. 


One hearing was held in regard to a request for a permit 
to operate a motel. The primary requisite in an application for 
a motel, where there is no public sewer, is a sewage disposal 
plan made by a qualified engineer, and approved by the District 
Office of Mass. Dept. Public Health. The Applicant was notified 
as to this a long time before the hearing. Opposition to the motel 
was from local interests and the Clergy. The negative decision 
was based on the fact that no public sewer existed and available 
ground area was as follows: I. area which would be largely 
covered by construction. II. a high water table exists giving 
other people in the area trouble with their systems. III. a unit 
of the size proposed would often discharge 3-4000 gallons a day. 
If Hadley had a sewage system, no problem would exist. 


We especially would like to commend the Public Health 
Nursing Committee, for their assistance in the various immun- 
ization clinics. Their help was invaluable in helping Dr.Kennedy 
and Mrs. Vanasse make the job run smoothly and efficently.

ANNUAL REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of Hadley: 


Your school committee submits its arnucl repert for the 
year 1962. This yeer a considerable sum of money wes srent for 
repairs and maintenance of our system. The boys’ and girls’ 
washrooms in the basement of Hooker School were completely 
modernized last February during the school vacation, along with 
the installation of automatic controls on the univents to try 
and m2ke the heating system completely automatic, eliminating 
the possibility of chi!dren coming into cold rooms. 


New treacs were placed on all the stairs at Russell School 
along with a normal amount of painting. Although a new play- 
ing field was constructed next to the Hopkins Academy ball 
field so that the children could play in a safer spot, children 
still continue to use the old Russell Street field unsupervised 
after school hours, so a backstop was constructed there to pro- 
vide for the safety of the children. 


Our combination gymnasium-auditorium required consider- 
able maintenance. The outside was painted, along with painting 
the inside. All the entrances were revaired as well as the roofs 
which leaked in a few snots. A washing machine and dryer was 
purchased for the use of the boys’ physical educstion program, 
along with new storage facilities for their clothes. A new electric 
scoreboard was nurchased for the gymnasium. 


On May 1, Mr. Mushroe, our superintendent, submitted his 
resignation, and your committe was very busy for a few months 
selecting a new superintendent. We feel that we have a very 
capable administrator in the person of Mr. Edward Hulecki, who 
was the elementary suvervisor of education in the town of 
Rowley. 


Your school committee has been looking into the problems 
of the future growth of our system, and considerable discussion 
has taken place to devise methods to take the possible increase 
in the number of students most economically. 


It has been brought to our attention there is a possibility 
of being one classroom short next year depending upon the class 
registration of students in the spring of next year. And to pro- 
vide for this contingency, we will provide this classroom during 
the summer by partitioning the Vocational-Agricultural shop 
which is a very large for the two classas of 13 and 11 students 
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taking the course and still leave ample space for these Vo-Ag 
students. This room will provide 35 more classroom periods per 
week. 


We wish to thank the Selectmen, the Superintendent of 
Streets, and all the various clubs and organizations who have 
cooperated and helped the School Department to give our chil- 
dren a good education.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the School Committee and the Citizens of Hadley: 


I submit herewith my first annual report as Superintendent 
of Schools of the Town of Hadley. Education must be totally 
evaluated and changes made which are fundamental to its 
character. At present we seem content to change a subject area, 
a teaching technique, or a physical facility. This we call experi- 
mentation and examples become nationally known from reports 
in professional journals. These are noble efforts but have they 
exerted real and lasting changes in education? Many noble ex- 
periments have developed contagious cases of complacency and 
educational regression. 


I believe the general public has a right to know, to partici- 
pate in making the decision. But the educators have the respon- 
sibility for clarifying the entire situation for the public. Histor- 
ically, our public educational system has been controlled by the 
citizens, and has thus been an example of democracy, with all 
its strengths and weaknesses. It may well be that our entire 
society can regain the freedoms which have been lost, or lose 
those which have still been retained, by the knowledge, under- 
standing and actions of the general public in relation to public 
education. 


The level of democracy which can be obtained is dependent 
upon the level of perception of all the people concerned with 
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education which is determined by such factors as enlightenment 
as opposed to ignorance; generosity instead of greed; discipline 
instead of license; and confidence instead of fear. The interde- 
pendence and integrity of every teacher requires the very best 
that is in each of us for as long as we can perceive. 


We treat teachers as individuals, wherever conflicting opin- 
ions arise we maintain professional dignity by private discuss- 
ions. Teachers are encouraged to use their special abilities, and 
opportunities are provided for them to use their special abilities. 
Classroom interruptions are kept at a minimum in order to give 
teachers time to teach. 


There are many patterns to teaching as there are teachers, 
SO we are constantly developing our strong points and lessening 
our weaknesses. We strive to make teachers feel important, so 
they will do for themselves and encourge our children to feel 
important. A main task of our teachers is to inspire her pupils 
with enthusiasm and the hunger for more knowledge. 


We feel that there is no supervision unless we can help our 
teachers improve the teaching-learning situation. We feel that 
effective learning takes place in a good atmosphere. The lines of 
communication are always open between the school and parents. 
As Superintendent I must like children extra well and treat 
their problems in a fair and consistent manner. 


Each teacher receives a fair share of the budget. The teacher 
practices good housekeeping and teaches respect for property- 
including instructional supplies and books. Activities in our 
classrooms are directed toward the teacher’s plans and guide. 


In any and all subjects the teacher employs a wide variety 
of learning activities. Field trips are encourged and funds are 
provided for educational trips for all teachers. Assemblies are 
large class activities and are full of learning. We stress a min- 
imum of learning the wrong thing and a maximum of learning 
the right thing. Teachers know each pupil’s strengths and weak- 
nesses and make adjustments for them in the pupil’s activities. 


Teachers respect each child as an individual young adult 
and like him. Students are penalized for breaking rules, not at 
the whim of the teacher and penalities make sense. Pupil’s good 
behavior, mutual respect, and courtesy is a school tradition. The 
janitors are a part of the school staff. Our staff knows that good 
personal relations are important as efficiency. Our staff is us- 
ually affirmative and if “No” has to be used we take the time to 
explain the reason for a negative reply. 
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As Superintendent my responsibility is to release and co- 
ordnate, not to control, the creative abilities of the teacher.Be- 
cause no teacher, at any time in his career, will ever know all 
there is to know about teaching, in-service training workshops, 
meetings, and courses are encourged. Fear is basically a lack of 
understanding; therefore, the better our new teachers under- 
stand the situation in which they are about to take part, the less 
they will fear failure and the more likely they are to become a 
real success. 


We must not for one minute lose sight of our objectives for 
the sake of competition or world prestige. If democracy is to 
survive we must plan our change according to national goals for 
education. Let us not forsake the individual student and his 
needs thus remembering that local control is essential. 


We must carefully plan to be sure we retain the best in our 
current practices as we move forward. Specifically these are the 
things we can do about the phenomena of change: © 


1. Accept change as natural, normal, and unavoidable. 

2. Work with the immediate problems to gain deeper in- 
sights into them by utilizing the materials and findings 
from fields related to education. 

3. Realize that change in any one area of school work 
affects all other areas of the school program. 

4. Weigh all suggestions carefully as they may help us gain 
greater insights. 

5. Hold fast to what we know is good in education and be 
willing to re-examine those ideas in the light of new 
evidence. 

6. Recognize that change is not the repudiation of one’s self 
but rather the result of deepened understanding. 


We should carefully examine our hearts, minds, and con- 
sciences to find if we are doing everything we can to promote 
and promulgate confidence in the young people in our charge 
and to reflect in them the solid core of morality, integrity, con- 
fidence, and sincerity which are the essential ingredients of a 
well adjusted, happy, and productive citizen in a free society. 


My sincere thanks to everyone who gave encouragement and 
aid for the continued improvement of the teaching-learning sit- 
uation in Hadley.

NEED OF PHYSICAL FACILITIES 


While there is a definite need for better gymnasium, aud- 
itorium and cafeteria facilities at Hopkins Academy as I have 
pointed out in previous town reports, a school can get along 
without these facilities and still operate as a school. However, 
one thing a school does need is sufficient classroom space to 
house its students. Again this year I would like to emphasize the 
need for additional classroom space. 


Housed in the Hopkins Academy building is the junior high 
school consisting of grades seven and eight and the high school 
consisting of grades nine through twelve. This year, the junior 
high is using four rooms (two sections in grade seven and two 
sections in grade eight). The high school is using all the other 
classrooms including the Art Room two periods a day every day 
plus two additional periods certain other days. 


Next year the seventh grade will be made up of three sec- 
tions while the eighth grade will continue with two sections. 
This means that one classroom now used by the high school will 
have to be used exclusively by the junior high school. Because 
of the structure of the building, that room will have to be the 
Art Room. The high school classes presently scheduled in the 
Art Room will have to be relocated and the only possible space 
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available is the Music Room. Assuming that all students pursue 
their present course of study and the freshmen class of next 
year follows the established pattern of approximately two-thirds 
desiring the college course, we will be faced with insufficient 
classroom space even with FULL TIME use of the Music Room. 


All rooms are available six periods a day, five days a week 
or thirty periods per week. Some classrooms such as the study 
hall, shop classrooms and commercial work room are available 
only certain periods a week for classroom work so that the total 
number of periods the rooms are available per week number 
265. Anticipated needs per week include 50 class periods for 
English , 40 for languages, 50 for math, 54 for science, 35 for 
social studies and 45 for commercial studies or a total of 274 class 
periods. Thus because our present facilities allow for scheduling 
265 periods per week and our anticipated need is for 274 class 
periods per week we are forced to eliminate 9 class periods per 
week. 


Another example of the problem of classroom space is the 
use of our laboratory. The high school has available only one 
lab for all science classes. Again, with six periods a day for ac- 
ademic classes and five days in a school week, the lab is avail- 
able for 30 class periods a week. Next year the physics class 
will use the lab seven periods per week, Chemistry (2 sections) 
12 periods per week, College Biology (2 sections) 10 periods per 
week for a total of 29 of the 30 periods. Science classas yet to 
be accommodiated are the College Science I classes, (2 sections) 
for 10 periods, General Biology for 5 periods, General Science I 
for 5 periods and the General Science IV class for 5 periods. 
Out of necessity. these classes will have to be scheduled in rooms 
other than the lab. This is not desirable. One solution to this 
problem of the need of physical facilities can be had if the num- 
ber of freshmen registering for the college course is smaller than 
in the past. This, however, is unlikely. 


Another solution would be to construct an additional room; 
one designed to accommodate general science classes. This would 
solve the two problems for next year; namely, that of classroom 
space and that of accommodating science classes. 


As registration figures for fall classes will be completed this 
spring, the decision as to the need for an additional room can 
be made this spring. If figures show that the room is needed to 
accommodate all classes, the School Committee is prepared to 
draw up plans for the conversion of part of the shop area into 
an additional classroom.

MODERNIZATION OF COURSE CONTENT 


Modernization of course content in many subject matter 
areas is a definite trend throughout the high schools of the 
country. 


Two years ago, the new Physical Science Study Committee 
course in physics was adopted. This course replaced the tradi- 
tional physics course and placed our students in an advantageous 
position when entering college. 


This year, the traditional chemistry course was replaced 
with the chemistry course prepared by the Chemical Education 
Material Study Committee from California. 


The main difference between the traditional courses and the 
new courses is the method of approach to the teaching of these 
subjects which is done primarily through laboratory experiences. 
We have been able to adopt these modern science courses be- 
cause of a better preparation of the students in science made 
possible by an increased offering in the junior high school and 
the adoption of a science course for freshmen three years ago. 


In mathematics next year, the traditional Geometry, AIl- 
gebra II and Senior Math courses will be replaced by the Modern 
Math Courses in these areas. While a number of different study 
groups have developed courses in modern math, Hopkins is a- 
dopting the course developed by the School Mathematics Study 
Group which was headed by a member of the Mathematics De- 
partment at Yale University. 


MEMBERS OF THE CLASS OF 1962 


The division of Elementary and Secondary Education of the 
Massachusetts Department of Education conducted a follow-up 
of the further education of the graduates of Massachusetts High 
Schools of the class of 1960. Their figures (the latest available) 
indicate that of the 40,972 graduates in Massachusetts, 24.5% 
were accepted into four year colleges and that 51.2% continued 
their education beyond high school in some type of college or 
training institution. The Hopkins Academy Class of 1962 num- 
bered 46. Of this number 12 or 26% were accepted into four 
year colleges. Even more impressive is the fact that 32 of 69.5% 
of the class are continuing their education beyond high school.

SCHOOL HEALTH REPORT 


To the Superintendent of Schools and members of 
the Hadley School Committee: 


Public health nursi..2 is concerned not only with the care of 
the sick but with preventing illness as well. Your nurse goes 
into homes, schools, and clinics. A nurse has to keep on learning 
as long as she is a nurse—new techniques and treatments, new 
developments that are constantly emerging in health care. 


Your nurse must learn about health and welfare services, 
and the way in which individuals can get help from _ sources 
within the community. 


No one needs to be told that blindness is a disaster. But 
those of us who have good eyes may forget to count our bless- 
ings. Safe guarding vision—helping us to see better or more 
comfortably, involves many services, each with special respon- 
sibilities and skills. Medical eye care can be given only by a 
physician with special training in ophthalmology. Vision ditfi- 
culties can be traced to one or more of the following: nearsight- 
edness, astigmatism or defective fusion. Your school nurse is 
specially trained to examine the eyes of the children. It is a 
challenging and painstaking Job—-one calling for a high degree 
of accuracy. 


The number of children failing the vision test on retest was 
96. Eighty-two were seen by eye specialists and were accepted 
as correct referrals. Of the children who were not seen by an 
eye specialist as a result of failing the Mass. Vision Test on re- 
test, 14 have never been seen by an eye specialist for vision 
difficulty during their entire school careers. 
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Speech and Hearing Therany 


Most of us are lucky enough to take good speech for granted 
and seldom stop to think how much we depend on our ability to 
talk easily and fluently. But not every one is so fortunate. Ail- 
ments such as cerebral palsy, stuttering and lisping and im- 
paired hearing call for special care, since they can hamper, or 
even prevent, the ability to talk. 


Of course the work done in audiology concentrating on 
hearing and specializing in testing is done by your school nurse. 
This is a highly specialized field. 


Hearing Conservation Program 


The hearing testing is done by pure tone audiometer. Five 
children failed the final individual pure tone test. Four were 
seen by an ear specialist and were accepted as correct referrals. 


For a good number of years the Salvation: Army has con- 
ducted its charity program without any publicity. It has provided 
our needy school children with glasses for vision. Children in 
need have been supplied with clothing and shoes. At Christmas 
time food baskets and sunshine baskets have been distributed. 


The Legion Auxiliary has provided food and clothing to our 
needy school children at Christmas time. 


Many children reported to the office for first aid. A consid- 
erable number of home visits and follow up visits are made to 
the homes of students with physical and mental disabilities. The 
parents are notified by letter of defects in vision, hearing, and 
any defects found during physical examination. 


Dental Health School Year 1961-1962 


The B-Program was used in school. Dental Request forms 
were sent home with children, grades 1 - 6. Four hundred and 
fifty Dental Request forms were distributed. Three hundred and 
seventeen of these forms were signed by dentists completing 
dental care and returned to the school. The majority of our 

upils have their own family dentists. 


The nutrition derived from proteins, sugars, starches, fats, 
minerals, and vitamins helps govern our entire future. It is im- 
portant that our children have a balanced diet. The U. S. Depart- 
ment of Health, Education and Welfare states in its current 
leaflet “The Principles of Good Nutrition”: “Many people still 
consume diets which are poor in essential food elements. Such 
diets may not be poor enough to produce one of the deficiency 
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diseases, but poor or “borderline” diets are likely to result in 
retarded growth and development, bad teeth, increased suscept- 
ibility to illness, and a constant sense of fatigue’. 


Our problem is how we can improve teenage nutrition. Our 
cafeteria serves balanced hot lunches. Students receiving free 
school lunches total 5 lunches per day. For the school year 1961- 
62, 905 free lunches were served. 


Physical Exams 


The total number of children having a routine physical ex- 
amination were 306. The number of children examined by school 
physician with parents present-3. The total number of children 
having a routine physical examination by family physician - 3. 
The number of children referred by school physician for further 
diagnosis or treatment - 6. 


The incidence of communicable diseases for the school year 
was about average. This school year the following diseases: chic- 
enpox, measles, mumps and grippe are higher than last year. 


The more clearly we recognize the tremendous impact of 
environment on our health and well being, the more we realize 
the value of the health protection provided by our community 
health department. 


The Sabin Oral Polio vaccine was administered to children 
in grades Kindergarten through grades 12 at the Hadley Sch- 
ools. The first in the series of three immunization dosages which 
were given by mouth to prevent polio of all types was given on 
May 2, 1962—232; May 19—49; May 31—621; Total 895 - Type I. 
Type III - June 7—June23 - Total 236. July 7 - July 9—878. 


Triple Antigen 


On May 9, 1962 triple antigen for prevention of tetanus, 
whooping cough and diphtheria were given to 588 students. 


The annual census of physically handicapped children in 
Hadley attending school was 62. Nineteen of these reported have 
a speech defect. Many of the handicapped are being treated at 
the Greenfield Clinic, Mass. General Hospital, Cerebral Palsy 
Clinic, Holyoke Clinic, Munson Hospital, Amherst Speech and 
Hearing Center, and by private physicians. 


The services of the Mass. Rehabilitation Commission are 
available for any resident of Massachusetts, of legal employable 
age, either male or female, who has a physical or mental dis- 
ability which is a substantial employment handicap and who

reasonably may be expected to be fitted for renumerative em- 
ployment. We are especially interested in students in grades 11 
and 12 although this service is not limited to the school children. 
Few accomplishments can be more rewarding than helping a 
disabled man or woman surmont the handicaps caused by illness 
or iniury. Knowing that one has had some part in making this 
possible needs no further proof that one’s own job is worth all 
the effort it takes. Since the school does not employ a guidance 
director, your nurse works in this capacity. 


I wish to thank the teachers, Mr. Hulecki and Mrs. Purdy 
for the cooperation given me the past year. To Mrs. Allen Piper, 
Mrs. John Sessions, and Mrs. Patrick Kelleher for their pro- 
fessional services and warm human interest in our children and 
varied school health program. 


Without attempting a complete listing of all those on the 
Public Health Committee whose names do not appear elsewhere, 
who were always ready on a moment’s notice to. give the fullest 
possible cooperation, thank you again.
